A horizontal reduction of 25 per 
cent in the assessment of all real 
estate in Cook county has been an­ 
nounced by J. L. Jacobs, county as­ 
sessor. 
I have 
determined upon 
this figure as most nearly meeting 
the decline in land and building 
values for 1932 as compared with 
1931, he says in a statement issued 
recently. 
This reduction will 
be applied 
generally to the assessments of all 
parcels of land and all 
improve­ 
ments, the assessor 
states, 
but 
there will be certain exceptions to 
the general rule. Due account will 
be taken of physical changes made 
during the year, such as the demol­ 
ishing of buildings, the building of 
new ones, arid the remodeling of old 
structures. There may be other and 
minor exceptions in individual in­ 
stances of corrections, but by and 
large the reduction will be applied 
to all lands and 
properties 
that 
were substantially in the same con­ 
dition on April ii, 
1932 
as they 
were on April I, 1931. 
Assessment Times Rate 
Pointing out that the 
assessor 
does not fix tax rates and that it is 
only his duty to see that property 
is assessed on an equal and uniform 
basis, Mr. Jacobs explained that a 
high tax bill is the result of an as­ 
sessment multiplied by a high tax 
rate. 
Although the average 1931 
assessments were 26 per cent low­ 
er than those of 1930, in many in­ 
stances increased tax rates wiped 
out any savings. 
Taxpayers of Cook county need 
to be reminded that although we 
are nearing the close of 1933, we 
have just passed the penalty date 
for the collection of the second in­ 
stallment of local 
taxes 
for the 
year 1931. The extent to which we 
are behind time in the levying and 
collection of taxes has influenced

Newspaper Story Finds

The pen welded by

Preamble wTas of general interest 
to the visitors at the

; gion members. He divides the pre­ 
amble into ten 
parts, 
each of 
which he states wras the result of 
much thought at the time it was 
written. He feels that such a docu­ 
ment as the preamble is capable of 
misinterpretation, and is likely to 
become a ritual without meaning. 
His talk was intended to show the 
vital elements in the ten thoughts 
expressed, and to give the public a 
better concept of the purpose of the 
Legion, at the same time impress­ 
ing the Legion members with the 
importance of their responsibilities 
and with their opportunities. 
At the conclusion of his address 
Mr. Palmen was very 
generally 
thanked for his talk, by visiting Le­ 
gion officials as well as by the mem­ 
bers of tile local 
Post and the 
visitors present. In explaining his 
enthusiasm for his subject, and his 
interest in giving this talk to this 
group, which is the first Post Mr.

Dear Friends at the Herald Office: 
I presume you have been won­ 
dering what has become of us. The 
old car got us here, but with two 
overnight visits, and part of a day’s 
delay on account of rain in Okla­ 
homa, and again at Globe, Arizona, 
it took nearly 14 days to make it. 
Spent $24.66 for 133 gallons of gas 
used; an unusual amount of oil was 
required on account of old piston 
rings; total for gas, oil and greas­ 
ing twice, $35.65. 
Mileage 
was 
2,929. 
We went by Sterling (to see the 
Ankleys), thence to Davenport, 
Muscatine, Burlington, and so on 
down to Hannibal, Mo., (abode of 
Mark Twain), thence across Mis­ 
souri to Joplin, going through the 
Ozark Hills, and seeing the gorge­ 
ous setting of •he 
Lake 
of the 
Ozarks. 
At Joplin I 
visited my 
uncle, Dr. Milton Evans; then came 
through Oklahoma 
and 
took a 
round-about route to avoid detours 
and reported bad roads: via Tulsa 
and Oklahoma City across the Ar­ 
buckle mountains and past Turner 
Falls (in the mountains), a beauti­ 
ful sight, through Ardmore to Fort 
Worth, Texas. 
Oklahoma looks 
very prosperous. 
At Fort Worth we took U. 9. 80 
to El Paso, it taking greater part 
of four days to get across the state; 
crossed another mountain range be­ 
fore we got to the Rio 
Grande. 
Went into Mexico at El Paso while 
getting our brakes relined; dirtiest 
town we ever saw (Juarez). Spent 
the night at Deming, N. M., on a 
plateau, where it seems the farmers 
are really making money—raising 
beans. The southern business .peo­ 
ple are wonderful to deal with. 
Taking the 
Apache trail, to 
Phoenix, from Lordsburg, N. M., 
we encountered mountains soon aft­ 
er entering Arizona. These cross­ 
ed, we ran through the irrigated 
valley of the Gila river, then into 
rough country, in the Apache In­ 
dian 
reservation, 
then 
winding 
around a terrible precipice down, 
down, onto Coolidge Dam. 
Here 
between awesome mountains of 
beautiful colored rocks is a wonder­ 
ful and beautiful engineering work, 
a deep lake of vivid green on one 
side, and a river released down the 
rocks of a narrow canyon on the 
other. 
A climb on a hairpin turn 
past Coolidge lake 
and we were 
again entering the mountains, these 
scenes, the setting of Coolidge Dam 
being the most awesome and grand 
of our entire 
trip. 
The 
roads 
there are wonderful. 
The natives 
drive their cars up and around the 
mountains and wind 
around the 
precipices 
as 
unconcerned 
as 
though they were going from Ar­ 
lington Heights to Mount Prospect. 
It rained cats and dogs in Ari­ 
zona as we came into a copper min­ 
ing country at Globe and Miami. 
So we stayed over night at Miami, 
and waited for the rain to let up 
before 
we attempted the 
next 
mountain range, which was the 
biggest yet. 
The natives laughed 
at us for being so timid. 
But we 
had a heavy trailer, and our new 
brake linings were about fused as 
we came down.

The farms are

tween seasons there, so we did not 
see much in crops as might be sup­ 
posed. 
Great stacks of baled al­ 
falfa were noted. 
Having a special reason to go by 
way of San Diego, we hendfd di 
rectly west. 
Our geography was 
lame, as was proven to us by hav­ 
ing to cross range after range aft­ 
er we thought we must 
b*'vr» 
crossed the mountains. Our desire 
to pitch our tent 
on* Coronado 
beach was frustrated by dark be­ 
ing upon us too soon, so we put up 
at a tourist camp on the outskirts 
of the city. Next morning we saw 
something of this very beautiful 
city, and its northern suburbs, tak­ 
ing the shoreline route to “L.A.,” 
as they call it out here. 
We had something of a family 
gathering upon our arrival, and 
my Mother, Aunts, Uncle and Cous­ 
ins gave us a big welcome. 
We would have been money 
ahead to have come by bus, tough 
as the ordeal would have been with 
the children, for the demands of 
travel over mountains and through 
hot country are great, and frequent 
repairs were needed, as well as a 
complete set of tires. 
Arizona mountains are a gorge­ 
ous sight with their marvelous 
semi-desert vegetation. California 
had the first real desert we saw, 
sand hills as far as one could see. 
And the west coast was so strange 
to our eyes as to be conducive of 
homesickness as much as interest 
to a newcomer. 
All the familiar 
trees are gone, and all is new. 
Los Angeles, a huge industrial 
city, is somewhat disappointing to 
the expectations, as far as appear 
ance goes, but Pasadena and vicin­ 
ity more than make up for it,—the 
most gorgeous city 
I have ever 
seen, not excepting Havana—it is 
beyond my power to describe. 
The markets—huge affairs with 
store fronts entirely open to the 
street—are the finest I have ever 
seen. Food prices are astonishing 
ly low; fruits and vegetables gen­ 
erally the lowest in proportion to 
eastern prices; and wonderful quai 
ity. 
Eastern manufactured goods 
are cheaper here than in the east. 
For instance, for a pint of Chlorox 
costing 19c retail in the east, anc 
made in the east, you pay 8c here 
And so it goes. 
Milk is the same 
as in the Heights. 
We have a newly decorated five- 
room cottage, with bath, and wel 
equipped kitchen, on a paved street

The school buildings here 
simply splendid. We are on 
boulevard, about 8 miles to L. A. 
The climate, so highly rated, has 
been acting up since we came. Most 
mornings have been 
foggy.

it is just 
grand. Nights are cold, and even­ 
ings cool. 
Lived here about two 
days before I knew a small range 
of mountains were close by to the 
east, and it was longer before I saw 
th# hage San Gabriel mountains, 
about 20 miles north.

In general, business conditions 
nere appear much better than 
around Chicago, though they are 
complaining, 
nevertheless,

Employment conditions 
are aggravated by many crowding 
in here. The cost of living is very 
much lower than in the east—for 
those not insisting on style. 
We have figs from our tree in our 
back yard; there is an alligator 
pear (avocado) there also. 
I thought you would be interest­ 
ed in learning what we have done, 
and what our impressions have 
been. This has not been written 
with a view to use as copy. 
Really, we have had many pangs 
of homesickness 
since we 
came. 
They say that blessings brighten 
as they take their flight—and so 
do friends. But we have blessings 
here, and aim to make the most of 
them for a while. 
With all best wishes,

miles to a gallon of gas, hauling 
a heavily loaded trailer, and going 
considerably in second gear up and 
down the mountains.
